Dill ring the past several months i 
general survey of the state reveals 
that many persons are engaged in the 
manufacture and sale of nostrums rec­ 
ommended for the cure and prevention 
of all known poultry diseases, and the 
increase of egg production. Most of 
these 
preparations 
are 
badly 
mis­ 
branded.’’ 
“The state is prepared to take ac­ 
tion against, any misbranded poultry 
remedy found on the market or tieing 
offered for sale, regardless of owner­ 
ship: Article 708 of the Penal ('ode, 
states in part, “No person shall have 
in his possession with intent to sell, 
any drug which is misbranded.’' The 
penalty is $200.00. 
Many poultry medicines found on 
the m arket cost no more than thirty 
cents per gallon, yet they are priced 
a t sums ranging as high as $10.00 per 
gallon. These frauds can be stopped 
with your help.”—Bureau of Food and 
Drugs, 
State Health Dept., Austin, 
Texas. 
In connection with the above, in fer 
rn a Hon also has reached the State De­ 
partment of Agriculture that in some 
instances persons connected with the 
sale of certain poultry nostrums are 
claiming to represent the State De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture, Austin, Tex­ 
as. The purpose of this is to advise 
the farmers and poultrymen of Texas, 
that no i>erson is authorize! to rep­ 
resent the State Department of Agri­ 
culture relative to the sale or manu­ 
facture of any character of poultry 
medicine.
